linrlincnt In Kegard to the Work tut In 
by Letter Carriers. 
Here are the rules in full received by tbe 


first class offices of the country just issued 
by the postmasler general: 


"Carriers are strictly prohibited from re- 


porting prior lo scheduled time, either for 
morning arrival or for the beginning of 
any subsequent trip durinz the day." 


"Carriers must not remain In their desks 


or in the working room of tbe oflice, during 
any interval or "swine" between trips or 
during the dinner intervals; nor must they 
remain in tho post office after reporting 
from the last trip the day." 


"Carriers must record 
the exact time 


consumed by them each day, 
specifying 


the beginning and closing of each trip, and 
the time spent in routing mail and looking 
up and marking undelivered matter. Only 
ihe 
actual 
time 
employed is 
to be 


recorded, but, all service rendered must be 
recorded. 


"Carriers will continue to make their 


daily trip reports, ranking their entries at 
the b e g i n n i n g and end of each Irip. 
Tbe 


prrtclice, of filling out the entire report at 
the close of day must be discontinued, 
and 
any 
carrier 
found 
continuing 


such practice will be promptly removed." 


"Under no circumstances must carriers 


or superintendents conceal the 
fact 
that 


over-time, even to tbe least extent, is be- 
ing made. 
Any attempt to do this will re, 


suit in the removal of the 
offender, re- 


gardless of his rank." 


It will be equally contrary to this order 


for any carrier whose route requires less 
than eight hours lo expand the actua 
working lime thereon, or attempt to record 
unnecessary time in order to have his trip 
reporis 
show 
eight 
or 
approximately 


eight hours' work per day. 
Where collec- 


tions are made prior to morning report, 
tlie first entry to the loft of the trip report 
must cover the titue so expended, and be 
accompanied by bis note, "including col- 
"ection." 


Men detailed exclusively in collection 


service should not be allowed to enter tha 
workroom of the office, 
except to deposit 


the.ir collectiuns. 
They must then leave 


the post-office, reporting again on sched- 
uled time (or beginning of next collection 
at Hie first box on their route. 


The performance of clerical work by 


carriers 
Is absolutely prohibited. 
Their 


work must be confined lo the collection 
end delivery of mail; Ihe routing of their 
mail for delivery; tbe marking up or "log- 
jinu" of undelivered matter; and the fac- 
ng up of mail by collectors upon their re- 
urn lo the ollice. 
All olher work, except 


he duty at Ihe delivery windows ou Sun- 
days must, be discontinued by carriers. All 
> i h e r work is clerical, and must be per- 
'oruipJ by clerks alonu. 


All carriers, superintendents and assist- 


ini superintendents of carriers, superin- 


udenU of stations and all clerks charged 


v l i o l l y or in part with recording carriers' 
ime. 
will he expected lo acquaint ihem- 


eclves with these rules wlthia one 
month 


from dale, or w i t h i n one monlh from date 
of their respective, appointments, so as to 
able 10 quoie ihem 
substantially 
to any 


audit or inspecior of the department or to 
anyone delegated by tlie postmaster. Fail- 
ure of a b i l i t y to do this w i l l be considered 
sullicieni cause for removal."

The law given below In substance Is 


not of special interest to our well to do clL- 
zens as they buy coal by tho ton. and wood 
by the cord or load. 


Chap. 420 is an act to legislate the ;.ile 


of coal. 
Section 1 provides that 2000 


rounds of anthracite, bituminous or mi- 
neral coal shall bo the standard for the 
ton. 


Section 2 says:—Coal in quantities less 


than 100 pounds shall be sold by measure. 
The baskets or measures used In measur- 
ing the same shall be of cylindrical form, 
10 Inches in diameter in every part and 9 
'nches in depth, measured inside from the 
highest part of the bottom thereof, each of 
which shall be deemed of the capacity of 
one bushel; or 18 inches In diameter and 
f inches In height from tho highest part 


of the bottom for half a bushel. Sucli 
measures in Belling shall be filled level full, 
and every such measure shall bo sealed 
and the capacity of the basket or measure 
shall be plainly marked or stamped there- 
on by a sealer of weights and measures o£ 
the city or town in which the person using 
tbc same usually- resides . or docs busi- 
ness. 


Section 3—Coal sold by measure shall bo 


delivered to the purchaser thereof in the 
same baskets or measures that are used In. 
measuring such coal. 


Section 4—Provides for a penalty of S20 


for persons using Teasels not conforming 
lo ihis law. 


On the strength nf a statement of one of 


the largest coal dealers in Lowell there Is 
not a coal vendor In Lowell conforming to 
this law. 


Agent Drury of the Humane society says 


lhat many of the itinerant vendors of wood 
and coal cheat their poor customers out- 
rageously and more than once he Las seen 
and stopped robbery of this kind.

The Industrial World. 


The condition of industries has been 


largely governed by the fall in prices, and 
while production is much greater than 
u year ago, the aggregate increase being 
fairly measured by tho increase of 8.24 per 
cent in hours of work duno in November, 
compared with tho previous year, it has 
been the controlling feature In. almost 
uvory important iiulusbry that consump- 
tion has not kept 
JJEICO with, tho output, 


and has not sustained pricos. 


In iron and Htoel the lowest prices of the 


year aro at tho closo ami fcho lowest ever 
known, the demand culling for less than 
half tho usual quantity of rails, with largo 
decrease in many other branches, though 
probably tho use of structural forma was 
larger in 1804 thun ever before. 


Tho woolen, industry records a produc- 


tion for the year about one-fourth less than 
formerly, aud for the last four months 
28,47 pur cent less than in 189:3 in quantity 
of wool consumed, but in value of product 
the decrease was of course greater. 


The cotton industry, with material closo 


to the cheapest point ever known, keeps 
most of the mills at work, but by selling 
goudn at prices quite unprecedented. 


Tho output of boots and shoes has been 


the largest ever known in number of 
pairs, but besides a fall in prices below all 
records, there has been a general prefer- 
ence for the lower priced goods, and the 
attempted advance in price on account of 
the rise in leather causes marked decrease 
in orders. 


Low Prices For \Yfeeut und Cotton. 


Tho year has 
been especially 
note- 


worthy for the lowest prices of wheat; and 
cotton on record. Both suITerfrom wholly 
unprecedented accumulation of stocks, the 
crops being large. Outside this country 
wheat 
production 
has 
not 
increased 


enough to justify a price oC GO cents at 
New 
York, and 
the accumulation 
is 


largely due to false reports of yield in- 
tended to frighten buyers and raise prices. 
Tho samoinfluence has been felt in cotton 
which ia also affected by worldwide de- 
pression In business and decrease in con- 
sumption of goods. 
In other produce 


markets tho year has been relatively less 
important. 


Business In Canada. 


Braclstreet's review today says: A fairly 


good business is reported by Halifax job- 
bers, but they are not inclined to report 
tho near future bright, and collections are 
unusually slow. 


Some improvement in trado is reported 


from Montreal, although tho fur business 
is disappointing. 
At Toronto business is 


quiet, and tho prospects are thought not 
favorable, although stocks of merchandise 
generally are small.

Chap. 429 is an act to legislate the rale 


of coal. 
Section 1 provides that 2000 


pounds of anthracite, bituminous or uii- 


ul coal shall bo the standard for Iho 


ton. 


Seciion 2 says:—Coal iu quantities less 


han 100 pounds shall be snld by measure. 
1'lie baskets or measures used In measur- 
ng the same shall be of cylindrical form, 
10 inches in diameter In evtry part and 0 
"nches in depth, measured inside from tbe 
lighest pan of the bollorn thereof, each of 
which shall be deemed of the cr.paclty of 
one bushel; or 31) inches iu diameter aud 
£ inches in height from the highest part 


of the botioin for half a bushel. Sucli 
measures in selling shall be filled level full, 
tnJ every such measure shall be scaled 
and Lhe capaclly of the 
basket or moaeuro 


shall be plainly marked or stamped there- 
on by a sealer of weights and measures of 
the city or town In which tbe person using 
the same usually resides or does busi- 
ness. 


Section 3—Coal sold by measure shall he 


delivered to the purchaser thereof In the 
same baskets or measures that are used in 
measuring puch coal. 


Section 4—Provides for a penally of $20 


for persons using vessels not conforming 
to Ibis law. 


On the strenEth of a statement of one of 


the largest coal dealers in Lowell thero is 
not a coal vendor in Lowell conforinluj; to 
this law.

tle Policy.

Jtin. 6.— Representativo 


Sprrry of Connecticut, a Democratic col- 
league of Mr. Springer on the banking 
and currency commlttoo, has proposed an- 
other substitute to the Carlisle currency 
bill. 


It strikes out all a£ter the enacting 


clause, and provides for »n issue of bonds 
sufficient to retire outstanding treasury 
notes undor the Sherman act. 


The bonds-are to bear 3per continteresb, 


are to bo rodoomed in gold and are to be in 
denominations from $10 to SIO.OOO. They 
are to run for 80 years, with tho right to 
redeem them after 10 years. Tho secretary 
of the treasury is empowered to keep the 
ffold reserve up to ft minimum of $100,000,- 
000 by selling theeo bonds. 


Provision Is made for the steady retire- 


ment of the greenbacks, both from tho 
proceeds of the bonds and from tlio Bipr- 
plus In the treasury. Mr. Sporry's sub- 
stitute is understood to have executive ap- 
proval in case the Carlisle bill cannot pass. 


Auatrla Haa a Grlevnuce. 


The tariff 
war between the United 


States and Europe had an noute phase 
yesterday. Tho very first official act ol 
Mr. Henjjelmuller, 
tho new Austrian 


minister, was tho lodgment of a protest 
against that paragraph 
of tho sugar 


schedule oC the tariff act which imposes 
an additional duty of l-10th of 1 per cent 
on sugar coi-ilng to the United States 
from countries 
which 
pay lin export 


bounty on it. 


Thia action was taken yesterday, end 


tho ground taken by the minister was 
similar to that which formed the basis of 
the protest of Germany, that an addi- 
tional duty is a discrimination against 
Austria, and is consequently a violation 
o( the treaty of commerco with that na- 
tion. So far no threat of 'retaliation ac- 
companied the protest, but in this Mr. 
Hengelmullor Is but following the ex- 
ample set by the German mlnlstv, and 
the next step will undoubtedly bo In the 
same direction, namely, the imposition of 
somo restriction upon an American prod- 
uet that Is imported In quantities into 
Austria. 


Tlio lour great sources of our sugar sup- 


ply, outside of tho small proportion con- 
tributed by Louisiana, are Cuba, Ger- 
many, Franco and Austria. 
With three 


of these countries we are already at odds 
over the sugar duty, and in the case of 
France there are already indications of tho 
adoption of ft retaliatory policy in their 
Imposition of restrictions upon our meat 
trade and the importation of American 
wheat and flour. 


Dlacussed by the Cabinet, 


This whole subject was under discus- 


sion by tho cabinet yesterday, and as far 
ns can be gathered the outcome was that 
If congress fails to come to the relief o( 
the executive by tho removal of the duty 
which is supposed to cause the trouble, 
then resort must be had to retaliation, 
which will either open European coun- 
tries or close our own ports 10 all Euro- 
pean products. 


The position occupied by our govern- 


ment just at this moment is rather diffi- 
cult. By a decision oE tha president, Mln- 
iscer Taylor has threatened the Spanish 
govermnent with retaliation for its dis- 
crimination against American ports, yet 
to carry out this threat, had the same 
been 
consistent, 
similar 
action with 


respect to Germany and Belgium and 
othur offending European countries would 
havo to follow. 


The pressuro from our beef trade fco pre- 


vent such retaliation and secure our ends 
by a repeal of tho sugar bounties duties ia 
so great that the president 15 reluctant to 
enter upon a tariff war until congress has 
signified its desire in the matter, and ae a 
result of yesterday's discussion it may be 
that tho attention of that body may be 
again drawn to this subject. 


Call For a Cuuons. 


Representative Holman, chairman of 


the Democratic caucus committee of the 
house, Issued a call late yesterday after- 
noon for a DemocraDlo caucus to be held 
at 8 p. m., Monday, Jan. 7. 


The call states that important measures 


will be considered. J.t was issued after a 
conference between Mr. Holman, Mr. 
Springer and Speaker Crisp. 
The princi- 


pal subject to be considered Is the currency 
bill. The question of a bond Issue will 
also be considered. 


Speaker Crisp was the first to sign tha 


call. Messrs. Springer, Outhwaite, Cul- 
berson and McMllllu also affixed their 
signatures, and thereafter the signing be- 
came general, Charles Crisp, Bon of the 
speaker, circulated tha call. 
But few 


members failed to sign, 65 signatures more 
than tho necessary number having been 
secured before adjournment. 


Congressional Doings. 


Tho Hawaiian 
question was again 


Drought before the public in the senate 
by the discussion of tho resolution iutro- 
dncad by Mr. Lodge calling on tho secre- 
tary of the navy for information as to why 
the United States ships had been with- 
drawn from Hawaiian waters. The de- 
bate consumed the greater portion of the 
morning hour, and at Its close the resolu- 
tion took Its place on the calender, and 
now can bo taken up only by unanimous 
consent. 


Mr. Morgan concluded his speech on the 


Nicaraguau ca.no.1 bill, after which tho bill 
making appropriations for the support of 
the military academy for the fiscal year 
189(3 was passed.

Low Prices for "Wit?at and Cotton.
